I recall several District Attorneys who never appeared in toe 
criminal court until they were elected to the Office of 
District 
Attorney. 
William Travers Jerome of New York who converted 
Thaw, was one of the greatest reformers of his time; Samuel P. 
Rotan of Philadelphia: John Weaver, Charles Edwin Fox 
(well 
known in Bucks C ounty), and the present District Attorney, ( lunies 
F Kelly had practically no experience in the criminal courts Indole 
they were elected. Finally, may I call your attention to our present 
District Attorney, 
\rthur Eastburn, who has served tins county 
faithfully, ably, and well for twelve years, and his assistant, Edward 
Biester, Esq., my opponent, neither of whom indulged rn criminal 
practise prior to their appearance in the role of criminal prosecutor. 
I assure you I appreciate your giving me the opportunity cl 
making this statement, and you have my full permission to publish 
this letter as a whole, but I do not give you permission to publish 
it in part.
